West to grant Kosovo full 


sovereignty today

PRISTINA (AFP) - On the 
eve of a meeting of Western 
powers gathered in the Inter¬ 
national Steering Group 
which will officially grant 
Kosovo full sovereignty, 
Pristina yesterday prepared 
to celebrate. 

A huge stage was set up in 
the main Mother Teresa Square 
for an open air concert of 
bands from Kosovo, Albania, 
Macedonia and Bosnia 
planned for this evening to ce¬ 
lebrate the end of international 
supervision over the territory. 

The ISG, which consists of 
23 EU countries, the United 
States and Turkey who have all 
recognised Pristina's 2008 de¬ 
claration of independence, de¬ 
cided that time has come for 
Kosovo to "acquire full inde¬ 
pendence" despite Serbia's re¬ 
fusal to accept it. The group 
cited the territory's "clear sup¬ 
port of a democratic and multi¬ 
ethnic state". 

The formal announcement to 
lift the supervision is expected 
after an afternoon meeting to be 
attended by Dutch diplomat 
Pieter Feith, who chairs the In¬ 
ternational Civilian Office 
(ICO), prime minister Hashim 
Thaci and a host of other inter¬ 
national and Kosovo officials. 


Kosovo and its two million 
majority ethnic-Albanian po¬ 
pulation has been under some 
form of international adminis¬ 
tration since a NATO bombing 
campaign forced then Serbian 
strongman Slobodan Milose¬ 
vic's forces out of the Serbian 
province in 1999. 

On February 17, 2008, it 
unilaterally declared indepen¬ 
dence from Serbia and has been 
recognised by some 90 coun¬ 
tries, including most EU na¬ 
tions. However, it continues to 
face opposition from Belgrade, 
Moscow and Kosovo's ethnic 
Serbs, who make up about six 
percent of the population, living 
mainly in the north on the bor¬ 
der with Serbia. 

The end of international su¬ 
pervision will not affect the 
presence of the NATO-led 
KFOR peacekeeping force in 
charge of the security situation 
or the European rule of law mis¬ 
sion EULEX, which was cre¬ 
ated to boost the justice system.

ORANJESTAD 
— In less than 
one month, it 
appears that the 
work on the spi¬ 
ral rotunda in 
front of the Air¬ 
port has pro¬ 
gressed con si- 
derably. They 
have removed 
the asphalt co¬ 
vering from the 
entire area 
where work is 
to be carried 
out. The differ¬ 
ent companies 
can now do 


their digging and lying of the 
necessary pipes, wires and 
cables. Additionally there 
will be the planting of light 
poles, electricity wires and an 
irrigation system for the 
green areas. 

At the moment, the utility 
companies are working on 
the distribution of cables and 
pipes to ensure the proper 
and perfect functioning of all 
utility services. Everyone has 
their particular work crew 
and equipment but they are 
all moving along perfectly 
without getting into each 
other’s way. Obviously, they 
all have a time table to adhere 


to. And, all is in sync with the 
planning detailed by the ar¬ 
chitects in charge of the proj¬ 
ect. 

In view of the large flow 
of traffic using this area, it is 
essential that the work be 
done accurately and care¬ 
fully. It is also imperative that 
the rotunda be completed by 
December. Every two weeks 
the government meets with 
the InfraTeam to keep abreast 
of how the work is progress¬ 
ing. One primary objective in 
the whole process is to mini¬ 
mize the inconvenience to 
traffic in the area during this 
construction period. 


Currently it may appear as 
though not much is taking 
place on the site. This is be¬ 
cause they are basically 
working with laying pipes 
and cables underground. But 
as soon as this underground 
phase is completed, we will 
begin seeing the work con¬ 
tinue on the above ground 
phase. 

As an example, ELMAR 
is busy laying a fiber-optic 
cable underground, also a 
signal cable to control the 
electrical system and to iden¬ 
tify where a problem may 
arise.

SETAR, on the other hand is 
placing their wires, including a 
fiber-optic cable, in a different 
underground channel. 

WEB is busy adapting their 
piping network for an efficient 
distribution of water to all 
areas and to the airport and to 
the center of the rotunda.

Kock, leader of the InfraTeam, 
this project has a price tag of 7 
million Aruban florins and 
plays an important role as the 
starting point of what is to be¬ 
come the Green Corridor. This 
is the project which will run all 
the way to San Nicolas and is 
also connected to the Linear 
Park. 


Dutch polls a close race in uncertain 
times for Europe 


Announcement of the 
Aruba Bankers Association 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Netherlands votes Wednesday 
to elect a new parliament for 
the second time in two years 
after a tight race dominated by 
economic uncertainty thanks 
to Europe’s seemingly endless 
debt crisis. 

A resurgent Labour (PvdA), 
led by Diederik Samsom, has 
drawn level with outgoing 
Prime Minister Mark Rutte’s 
leading Liberal VVD party at 
35 seats each in the 150-seat 
Lower House, according to the 
latest Ispos Synovate poll pub¬ 
lished by public broadcaster 
NOS late Saturday. 

Rutte, who became the first 
Liberal Dutch premier since 
World War I in 2010, has gone 
on the offensive, calling the 
PvdA "dangerous for the 
Netherlands" in a newspaper 
interview Saturday. 

He claimed that should 
Labour win, jobs would be lost 
and long queues at hospitals 
reminiscent of previous La¬ 
bour governments would re¬ 
turn. Samsom dismissed the 
claims. 

Both 45-year-old Rutte’s 
People’s Party for Freedom 
and Democracy (VVD) and 
the second-placed PvdA led by 
former Greenpeace activist 
Samsom, 41, have taken on the 
eurocrisis and austerity as just 
one of many election themes. 

It was a dispute over budget 
cuts to bring the Netherlands, 
the eurozone’s fifth-largest 
economy, back to below a Eu¬ 
ropean Union three-percent 
deficit target that led to the col¬ 
lapse of Rutte’s minority coali¬ 
tion in April. 

Ahead of Wednesday’s 
vote, the budget cuts that are 
hitting Dutch pockets hard are 


again weighing heavily on the 
minds of some 12.5 million el¬ 
igible voters. 

"One of the most important 
issues in the election is the 
economic crisis and austerity," 
Andre Krouwel, political sci¬ 
entist at Amsterdam's Free 
University, told AFP. 

Both the Liberals and 
Labour are pro-Europe but be¬ 
cause of spending cuts to pay 
for spendthrift southern Euro¬ 
pean countries they are faced 
with an electorate that is in¬ 
creasingly hostile towards 
Brussels. 

The two leading parties are 
offering different solutions, 
said Krouwel. 

"While the WD is for strict 
austerity" including cutting the 
number of civil servants to 
bring the budget deficit below 
the EU's ceiling by next year, 
Labour "believes in a certain 
amount of investment to kick- 
start the economy." 

Opposed to austerity, the 
PvdA plans to reduce the 
budget to balance it by 2017, 
while not worrying too much 
about getting the deficit below 
the Brussels-imposed target by 
next year. 

"In a sense, the VVD is 
closer to somebody like Ger¬ 
many's (Chancellor) Angela 
Merkel, while the PvdA would 
be closer to France's Francois 
Hollande," said Krouwel. 

Parties such as the far-right 
Party for Freedom (PVV) of 
platinum-haired politician 
Geert Wilders — which made 
exiting the EU and the euro¬ 
zone its central theme — are not 
benefiting because people "re¬ 
alise that leaving Europe is not 
an option," added Krouwel. 

Polls showed the PVV by 


Saturday with 19 seats, down 
five from its 24 garnered in the 
2010 elections. 

On the far-left too, polls 
showed initial support waning 
for the Socialist Party (SP) 
under former schoolteacher 
Emile Roemer. 

A month ago, pollsters put 
the SP's support as high as 39 
seats, but that has substantially 
dropped according to various 
polls, with Ipsos Synovate giv¬ 
ing the party 21 seats on Satur¬ 
day night, putting it in third 
place. 

Roemer in an interview 
yesterday with the Buitenhof 
television program asked for 
debate to ban opinion polls in 
the weeks ahead of the elec¬ 
tions. "If you do that you take 
the hype away," he said. 

But less than a week ahead 
of the elections — the fifth in a 
decade — many voters still re¬ 
main undecided, fed up with 
promises made by politicians, 
political communications pro¬ 
fessor Claes de Vreese of the 
Amsterdam University told 
AFP. 

A study published by Ipsos 
Synovate and broadcast on na¬ 
tional television on Thursday 
said as many as 43 percent of 
all voters have yet to make up 
their minds. 

"Anything can still hap¬ 
pen," De Vreese told AFP. 

The aftermath of the polls 
could also see a long period of 
political wrangling to form a 
coalition, amid Europe's 
swirling debt crisis when swift 
decisions need to be taken. 

"We are dealing with a po¬ 
litically very fragmented land¬ 
scape," said De Vreese. "But 
most voters want a stable 
coalition (government)."

Serbia says it has witness to Kosovo 
organ harvesting 


BELGRADE (AFP) - Serbia 
said yesterday it had a former 
Kosovo rebel witness who al¬ 
legedly took part in removing 
the heart of a Serb prisoner for 
the international black market 
in organs during the 1990s 
Kosovo conflict. 

"We have a witness who 
testified about a medical pro¬ 
cedure, done in northern Alba¬ 
nia, that consisted of harve¬ 
sting organs from Serbs kid¬ 
napped during the 1998-99 
conflict in Kosovo," Serbia's 
war crimes prosecutor Vla¬ 
dimir Vukcevic told AFP. 

"He described a surgery 
harvesting a heart from a Serb 
prisoner at a location near (the 
northern Albanian town of) 
Kukes in the late 1990s," and 
transporting the organ to the 
Rinas airport near the capital 
Tirana, the prosecutor said. 

It was not immediately 
clear if the patient was dead or 
alive when the operation 
started, and the prosecutor 


would not give any more de¬ 
tails. 

The witness told prosecu¬ 
tors he received special me¬ 
dical training in how to harvest 
organs and described the oper¬ 
ation he took part in "in detail", 
according to the prosecution. 

He added the heart "was 
sold on the black market", 
Vukcevic said. 

The prosecutor would not 
give any more details about the 
identity of the witness, other 
than to say he was a former 
KLA member currently under 
strict protection measures. 

Claims of organ harvesting 
by the Kosovo Liberation 
Army (KLA) during and after 
the 1998-99 conflict are being 
investigated by the European 
Union. 

Council of Europe rappor¬ 
teur Dick Marty alleged in a 
hard-hitting 2010 report that 
senior KLA commanders — in¬ 
cluding current Kosovo prime 
minister Hashim Thaci — were 


involved in organised crime. 

The group carrying out 
organ trafficking during and 
after the conflict with Serbian 
forces was closely linked to 
Thaci, according to Marty. 

The report said that organs 
were taken from the bodies of 
prisoners, many of them Serbs, 
held by the KLA in Albania at 
the time. Thaci and his govern¬ 
ment as well as Albania have 
denied the accusations and 
condemned Marty's report. 

"We have been investiga¬ 
ting and checking his claims 
for more than a year and we es¬ 
timate that the information this 
witness has given is true," 
Vukcevic said. 

Following Marty's report, 
the European Union named US 
prosecutor John Clint Wil¬ 
liamson to conduct a probe. 

Refusing to reveal more de¬ 
tails for the moment, Vukcevic 
said he expected "that the wit¬ 
ness' testimony will help pro¬ 
secutor Williamson's probe". 
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Arafat Foundation: 'No need 
for more proof of poison 


RAMALLAH, Palestinian Ter¬ 
ritories (AFP) - The Yasser 
Arafat Foundation said yester¬ 
day there was "no need" for 
more proof the Palestinian 
leader was poisoned in what 
appeared to be a stance against 
French plans to exhume his 
body. 

"Since the formation of this 
Foundation, it has forcefully 
held on to the fact that Yasser 
Arafat died abnormally after 
being killed by a poison which 
was unidentified at the time," 
it said in a statement. 

"The Foundation does not 
see a need here for more 
proof." 

The statement was issued 
just days after a delegation of 
French magistrates said they 
would travel to travel to the 
West Bank to investigate fol¬ 
lowing claims Arafat may have 
succumbed to poisoning by the 
radioactive substance polo¬ 
nium. 

No date has been given for 
the trip which would involve 
forensic officers exhuming the 
body and taking samples for 
laboratory testing in an inves¬ 
tigation sought by Arafat's 
widow Suha. 

Speaking to AFP on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity, a source 


from the Foundation said they 
would only agree to a further 
examination of his body if it 
was conducted as part of an in¬ 
ternational investigation com¬ 
mittee. 

"If there is an international 
committee, we will agree to 
the body being checked," he 
said, without explaining fur¬ 
ther. 

Arafat died in a French mil¬ 
itary hospital near Paris on No¬ 
vember 11, 2004 and French 
experts were unable say what 
had killed him, with many 
Palestinians subscribing to the 
belief that he was poisoned by 
Israel. 

Arafat's nephew, Nasser al- 
Qidwa, who heads the Arafat 
Foundation, has long insisted 
that Israel was behind his 
uncle's death but a Palestinian 
investigation into such allega¬ 
tions ruled out poisoning, 
AIDS and cancer. 

Last month, French prose¬ 
cutors opened a murder in¬ 
quiry into Arafat's death after 
Al-Jazeera news channel 
broadcast an investigation in 
which Swiss experts said they 
found high levels of radioac¬ 
tive polonium on his personal 
effects. 


Saudi ministry: Eight wanted 
Qaeda suspects surrender 


RIYADH (AFP) - Eight Saudis 
wanted for alleged links to Al- 
Qaeda have handed them¬ 
selves in to the authorities, the 
state news agency SPA re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

The surrender was overseen 
by the families of those wanted 
and a center headed by Deputy 
Interior Minister Mohammed 
bin Nayef, the interior ministry 
said in a statement carried by 
SPA. 

The center launched in 
2006 aims to draw former Al- 
Qaeda militants away from 
radical Islamist ideology. 


The interior ministry urged 
others "to return to their senses 
and to stop following those 
who seek to use them as tools." 

On August 26, Saudi au¬ 
thorities announced they had 
foiled a terror plot by elements 
suspected of links to Al-Qaeda, 
mostly Yemenis, and busted 
two extremist cells in Riyadh 
and the port city of Jeddah. 

They said the suspects were 
working on "recruiting ele¬ 
ments to execute criminal at¬ 
tacks targeting security forces, 
citizens and foreign residents, 
as well as public installations."

Wave of attacks kills at least 88 in Iraq 


BAGHDAD (AFP) - - A wave 
of more than 25 attacks across 
Iraq killed ast least 88 people 
and wounded more than 350 
on Saturday and Sunday, secu¬ 
rity and medical sources said, 
with the security forces and 
markets among the targets. 

While insurgents opposed 
to the Baghdad government 
are regarded as weaker than in 
past years, they are still capa¬ 
ble of launching periodic 
mass-casualty attacks across 
the country. 

The latest attacks came as 
Iraq's Vice President Tareq al- 
Hashemi, a leading Sunni, was 
sentenced in absentia on Sun¬ 
day to hang for murder, al¬ 
though the carnage began 
hours before the sentence was 
handed down. 

In the deadliest attack, two 
car bombs exploded in a mar¬ 
ket on Sunday near the Imam 
Ali al-Sharqi shrine in south¬ 
ern Iraq, a security official 
said. 

Dr Ali al-Alaa, a Maysan 
province health department of¬ 


ficial, said the blasts killed 14 
people and wounded 60. 

Before midnight on Satur¬ 
day, gunmen assaulted an army 
checkpoint near Balad north of 
Baghdad and a roadside bomb 
exploded when additional sol¬ 
diers arrived at the scene. 

Eleven soldiers, including 
two officers, were killed and 
eight wounded, an army 
colonel and a medical source at 
Balad hospital said. 

A police captain was also 
shot dead on Saturday night in 
the town of Garma, security 
and medical officials said. 

Early on Sunday, a car 
bomb exploded in a car park at 
the state-owned North Oil 
Company in Kirkuk in north 
Iraq, after which two other 
bombings in the city killed 10 
people and wounded 153, said 
Sadiq Omar Rasul, head of the 
Kirkuk health directorate. 

West of Kirkuk, a car bomb 
seriously wounded six sol¬ 
diers, army Captain Taha Kha- 
laf said, while another in 
Hawija, also west of the city, 


wounded two people, security 
and medical sources said. 

Three car bombs exploded 
in predominantly Shiite areas 
of the Iraqi capital on Sunday 
night. 

A car bomb hit a market in 
the Washash area of west 
Baghdad, killing at least seven 
people and wounding at least 
21, an interior ministry official 
and a medical official said. 

Another car bomb killed at 
least five people and wounded 
22 near a restaurant in Shuala, 
while a third exploded in a 
commercial area of Hurriyah, 
killing three people and 
wounding 14, both in north 
Baghdad, the official and a 
medic said. 

Three soldiers were killed 
in clashes with insurgents in 
the Abu Ghraib area, west of 
Baghdad, an interior ministry 
official and a medical source 
from Abu Ghraib hospital said. 

And three car bombs in 
Taji, north of the capital, killed 
one person and wounded at 
least seven.

Dutch cops probe triple 
murder 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
police launched a large-scale 
probe yesterday after finding 
the bodies of three people in¬ 
cluding a policeman at a home 
in the small eastern village of 
Kekerdom near the German 
border. 

"A police team of some 20 
investigators yesterday after¬ 
noon started their investiga¬ 
tion," after the bodies were 
discovered earlier during the 
day, Dutch police said in an 
online statement. 

The bodies of two men and 
a woman were found around 
noon (1000 GMT) by a neigh¬ 
bour who earlier noticed one of 
the victims' pets was very agi¬ 
tated, the local De Gelderlan- 


der newspaper said on its web¬ 
site. 

"The relationship between 
the police officer and the other 
two victims is being investi¬ 
gated," the police statement 
added, saying "all scenarios 
are being looked at at the mo¬ 
ment". 

Gelderland-Zuid police 
spokesman Paul Koetsier con¬ 
firmed a shooting incident to 
AFP but declined to give fur¬ 
ther details. The names and 
ages of the victims were not re¬ 
leased. 

Kekerdom is some 14 kilo¬ 
metres (nine miles) east of Nij¬ 
megen, situated next to the 
Duffeltdike, a popular cycling 
route in the area. 


Alps killings survivor back in 
Britain, sister out of coma 


CLAYGATE, United King¬ 
dom (AFP) - A four-year-old 
girl who survived the slaying 
of her family in the French 
Alps returned to Britain yester¬ 
day as her wounded elder sis¬ 
ter, seven, emerged from a 
coma. 

Zeena al-Hilli, who lay mo¬ 
tionless under her mother's 
corpse for eight hours, was 
brought back to England, 
while Zainab, the only other 
survivor, emerged from an ar¬ 
tificial coma. 

Meanwhile British police 
again quizzed relatives and 
scoured the family home in the 
search for clues, while their 
French counterparts combed 
over the scene once more and 
refused to rule out any possible 
motives for the deadly attack. 

"The little girl has come out 
of the artificial coma but she is 
under sedation and her speech 
is not yet audible," Annecy 
prosecutor Eric Maillaud told 
AFP on Zainab. 

She was shot in the shoul¬ 
der and beaten around the 
head, suffering a fractured 
skull. Police are treating her as 
a key witness and hope she can 
provide some clues when she 
is ready to talk. 

Zeena, who survived the at¬ 


tack on Wednesday by hiding 
under her dead mother's skirt 
in the back seat, is now back in 
Britain, Maillaud added. 

The girls' father Saad al- 
Hilli, mother Ikbal and an el¬ 
derly female relative were 
gunned down in their car on a 
forested Alpine road. A passing 
cyclist was also killed. 

Their uncle Zaid al-Hilli 
was going through a second 
day of talks with the investiga¬ 
tors, a source told AFP on con¬ 
dition of anonymity. 

He pre- sented himself to 
police in Britain following the 
murder, denying media reports 
that the brothers were involved 
in a financial dispute. It is un¬ 
derstood he was not held 
overnight in police custody. 

British forensics teams 
began a second day of searches 
at the family home in Clay- 
gate, a quiet, wealthy com¬ 
muter village some 15 miles 
(25 kilometres) southwest of 
London. It is expected the 
search will continue today. 

Prayers were held in local 
church services yesterday, 
while on the village's recre¬ 
ation grounds, local youth 
football teams lined up to stand 
for a minute's silence in re¬ 
membrance of those killed.

One million people commit 
suicide each year: WHO 
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GENEVA (AFP) - One million 
people die by their own hand 
each year, accounting for more 
deaths than wars and murders 
put together, the World Health 
Organisation said yesterday, 
calling for urgent action to ad¬ 
dress the problem. 

’’Data from the WHO indi¬ 
cate that approximately one 
million people worldwide die 
by suicide each year. This cor¬ 
responds to one death by sui¬ 
cide every 40 seconds,” the 
organisation said in a report 
launched ahead of the World 
Suicide Prevention Day 
Today. 

And while the number of 
deaths by suicide is stagger¬ 
ing, the number of attempts 
each year is 20 times higher, 
the WHO said, pointing out 
that five percent of people in 


the world try to kill themselves 
at least once during their life¬ 
time. 

And the problem is getting 
worse, the organisation said, 
insisting that ’’given the mag¬ 
nitude of the public health 
problem of suicidal behav¬ 
iours”, urgent action was 
needed. 

”As suicide is largely pre¬ 
ventable, it is imperative that 
governments, through their 
health, social and other rele¬ 
vant sectors, invest human and 
financial resources in suicide 
prevention,” the report said. 

According to Dr. Shekhar 
Saxena, who headed the team 
behind the report, suicide rates 
have risen sharply in some 
parts of the world in recent 
years, with some countries 
seeing their rates jump by as 


much as 60 percent. 

’’Although suicide continues 
to remain a serious problem in 
high income countries, it is the 
low and middle income coun¬ 
tries that bear the larger part of 
the global suicide burden,” the 
report said, adding: ”It is also 
these countries that are rela¬ 
tively less equipped to prevent 
suicide”. 

The highest documented 
suicide rates can be found in 
Eastern European countries 
like Lithuania and Russia, 
while they are lowest in Latin 
America, WHO said. 

The United States, Western 
European countries and Asia 
fell in the middle of the range, 
the report showed, but stressed 
that statistics are not available 
for many countries in Africa 
and South-East Asia. 

Globally, suicide is mean¬ 
while the second cause of 
death worldwide among 15-19 
year-olds, with at least 
100,000 adolescents killing 
themselves each year, accord¬ 
ing to the study. 

Among adults, the suicide 
rate is highest among those 
aged 75 and older, the WHO 
said, pointing out that "elderly 
people are likely to have 
higher suicide intent and use 
more lethal methods than 
younger people, and they are 
less likely to survive the phys¬ 
ical consequences of an at¬ 
tempt”. 

The report also showed that 
men were three times more 
likely to commit suicide, but 
that three times as many 
women as men attempted to 
kill themselves. 

’’The disparity in suicide 
rates has been partly explained 
by the use of more lethal 
means and the experience of 
more aggression and higher 
intent to die, when suicidal, in 
men than women,” it ex¬ 
plained.

Liberia forests sold off in secret 
logging contracts: report 



(AFP)- Forty percent of 
Liberia's forests have been 
sold off in secretive and often 
illegal contracts, Global Wit¬ 
ness said, just days after the 
country's president announced 
a probe into the issuing of log¬ 
ging permits. 

An investigation by the 
London-based natural re¬ 
source watchdog has shown 
how, despite efforts to reform 
the country's logging sector, 
companies have used a legal 
loophole to score contracts 
covering a quarter of the na¬ 
tion's landmass. 

The report comes after 


President Ellen Johnson Sir- 
leaf announced on Friday an 
independent probe into the 
controversial permits, after 
suspending the managing di¬ 
rector of the Forestry Devel¬ 
opment Authority, Moses 
Wogbeh. 

"The new logging con¬ 
tracts termed Private Use Per¬ 
mits now cover 40 percent of 
Liberia's forests and almost 
half of Liberia's best intact 
forests," said a press release 
from Global Witness. 

"They have given compa¬ 
nies linked to notorious 
Malaysian logging giant Sam- 


ling unparalleled access to 
some of Liberia's most pristine 
forests." 

Samling and its sub¬ 
sidiaries have been involved in 
cases of illegal logging from 
Cambodia to Guyana to Papua 
New Guinea. 

The Private Use Permits 
were designed to allow private 
land owners to cut trees on 
their property. But the investi¬ 
gation found that the 66 per¬ 
mits that have been issued are 
in fact allowing logging com¬ 
panies to sneak past Liberia's 
carefully crafted forest laws 
and regulations. 

Liberia's forests make up 42 
percent of what is left of the 
Upper Guinean Rainforest — 
just part of a fragmented sys¬ 
tem that once covered most of 
west Africa but has been re¬ 
duced to 12 percent of its orig¬ 
inal reach. 

Deforestation has been 
alarming, with 70 percent of 
the population involved in 
slash-and-burn farming, the 
country's Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA) told 
AFP in 2010.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican White House chal¬ 
lenger Mitt Romney said in an 
interview broadcast yesterday 
that a Federal Reserve boost to 
the economy would do little to 
create US jobs in the short 
term. 

"I don't think that easing 
monetary policy is going to 
make a significant difference 
in the job market right now," 
Romney told NBC's "Meet the 
Press." 

"I think what the nation 
needs is a change in fiscal po¬ 
licy. A different structure to our 
economic positions. And if we 


take the right course I believe 
you're going to see this eco¬ 
nomy come roaring back." 

Government data Friday 
showing that the economy cre¬ 
ated only 96,000 jobs last 
month stoked speculation that 
the Fed would this week 
strengthen its commitment to 
near-zero interest rates or ap¬ 
prove a third round of quanti¬ 
tative easing (QE) bond 
purchases. 

Romney has been hamme¬ 
ring Obama over the Labor 
Department figures which also 
showed that the unemploy¬ 
ment rate dipped to 8.1 per¬ 


cent, largely due to people be¬ 
coming disenchanted and giv¬ 
ing up looking for work. 


France’s 
Hollande vows 
economic 
recovery 
in two years 


PARIS (AFP) - Socialist 
President Francois Hollande 
yesterday pledged 30 billion 
euros in new taxes and sa¬ 
vings to balance the budget 
and fund a turnaround in two 
years and rejected criticism 
of dragging his feet. 

Hollande also said a 75- 
percent wealth tax on in¬ 
comes over one million euros 
($1.28 million) would not be 
diluted. 

Hollande — who has fa¬ 
mously said he does not "like 
the rich" — said 10 billion 
dollars would come from ad¬ 
ditional taxes on households 
"especially the well-heeled", 
10 billion more from busi¬ 
nesses and 10 billion from 
savings in government 
spending. 

It would be the biggest 
hike in three decades. 

He also vowed to curb un¬ 
employment, currently 
pegged at over three million, 
in a year's time.

Obama hints at US 
budget cuts if re-elected 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama hinted 
yesterday that Americans can 
expect budget cuts if he is re¬ 
elected in November, telling an 
interviewer that some spend¬ 
ing programs "are worthy" but 
unaffordable. 

Seeking to counter Repub¬ 
lican criticism that his admi¬ 
nistration has increased the 
national debt to $16 trillion, 
Obama said a balanced budget 
was the first step toward tack¬ 
ling fiscal woes and that would 
mean cutbacks. 

"There are some programs 
that are worthy, but we just 
can't afford right now. And I'm 
willing to do more on that 
front," Obama said in an ex¬ 
cerpt from a CBS News inter¬ 
view, noting that $ 1 trillion in 
cuts have already been made. 

"And there's still waste, 
there's still programs that don't 
work." 

The Republicans attacked 
Obama last week for adding 
more than $5 trillion to the na¬ 
tional debt since he took office 
in 2009. 

The figure stood at $10.6 
trillion when he entered the 
White House, but by imple¬ 
menting an economic stimulus 
plan aimed at heading off a de¬ 
pression the figure has soared 
— negating the president's 
pledge to halve it by 2012. 

But Obama criticized Rom¬ 
ney in the interview aired yes¬ 
terday for refusing to take what 
he called a "balanced ap¬ 
proach" that cuts spending 
while raising taxes on the rich¬ 
est Americans. 

"If we go back to the tax 
rates for folks making more 
than $250,000 a year, back to 
the rates that we had under Bill 
Clinton, we can close the 
deficit, stabilize the economy, 
keep taxes on middle class 
families low, provide the cer¬ 


tainty that I think all of us 
would be looking for," Obama 
pledged. 

He said the problem with 
Romney's plan "is the math, or 
the arithmetic, as President 
(Bill) Clinton said, doesn't add 
up," in a reference to the lat¬ 
ter's barnstorming speech at 
the Democratic National Con¬ 
vention. 

Clinton said that the Repub¬ 
licans' plan to cut $5 trillion in 
taxes will mean "they'll hurt 
the middle class and the poor" 
in order to cut taxes for the 
rich. 

Or else, he continued, 
"they'll just do what they've 
been doing for more than 30 
years now — they'll go in and 
cut taxes way more than they 
cut spending ... and they'll just 
explode the debt and weaken 
the economy." 

Obama has argued that his 
Republican predecessor George 
W. Bush deepened the national 
debt by imposing sweeping tax 
cuts and launching wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

The public bailouts of US 
financial institutions in the 
wake of the global economic 
meltdown, also under Bush's 
tenure, caused the debt to spi¬ 
ral further.

Global superstars close Games

LONDON (AFP) - Coldplay, 
Rihanna and Jay-Z on Sunday 
brought the curtain down on 
the London Paralympics, in a 
celebratory mood amid claims 
that the Games had helped 
usher in a "seismic” shift in at¬ 
titudes towards disability. 

The British band opened the 
planned three-hour extrava¬ 
ganza of song and dance, 
watched by 80,000 spectators 
at the Olympic Stadium and 
many of the 4,200 athletes at 
trackside in the shadow of the 
burning Paralympic flame. 

The show, entitled "Festival 
of the Flame", was a tribute to 
Britain's many artistic, cul¬ 
tural, musical and seasonal 
festivals and was billed as 
being a journey through the 
seasons to music and dance, 
artistic director Kim Gavin 
said. 

Organisers hailed the 
Games as the biggest and most 
high-profile in its 52-year his¬ 
tory, with more media atten¬ 
tion and a record number of 
athletes from more than 160 
countries, including for the 
first time reclusive North 
Korea. 

London 2012 chief Sebast¬ 


ian Coe said that with 2.7 mil¬ 
lion tickets sold, packed ven¬ 
ues and vocal crowds, the 
Games had created a global 
platform for elite disabled 
sport and also helped change 
perceptions of people with dis¬ 
abilities. 

"I really genuinely do think 
that we have had a seismic ef¬ 
fect on shifting public atti¬ 
tudes," he told a news 
conference. 

"I don't think people will 
ever see sport in the same way 
again. I don't think they will 
ever see disability in the same 
way again. We have talked 
about what we can do rather 
than what we can't do." 

Earlier on Sunday, one of 
the stand-out performers of the 
Games, British wheelchair 
racer David Weir, was roared 
to victory and his fourth gold 
in the men's marathon around 
the landmarks of central Lon¬ 
don. 

Australia beat Canada for 
"murderball" — wheelchair 
rugby — gold, while Russia got 
revenge over neighbours 
Ukraine for defeat in the 
seven-a-side football final in 
Beijing four years ago. 


The final golds ended the 
action, which notably saw the 
Games' most high-profile ath¬ 
lete Oscar Pistorius stripped of 
his 100m and 200m crowns 
but then conclude the track and 
field programme with a stun¬ 
ning victory in the 400m. 

London was awarded the 
Olympics and Paralympics in 
2005 and has had to face 
doubts in particular over the 
cost of the project, security 
and whether the city's creaking 
transport system could cope 
with a massive influx of visi¬ 
tors. 

But the efficient running of 
both events and the public re¬ 
sponse has defied naysayers 
who predicted chaos and a 
lack of enthusiasm. 

The president of the Inter¬ 
national Paralympic Commit¬ 
tee, Philip Craven, said the 
challenge was to maintain in¬ 
terest between now and the 
next Games in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, in 2016 — as well as in¬ 
crease participation around the 
world. 

"We have to really concen¬ 
trate on getting every country 
doing more Paralympic sport," 
he added. 

The daughter of German- 
Jewish neurologist Ludwig 
Guttmann, who organised the 
first recognised sporting event 
for disabled people in southern 
England in 1948, also said 
there was more work to do de¬ 
spite improvements since her 
father's time. 

"We are not there yet. There 
is a way to go," said Eva Loef- 
fler, highlighting continued is¬ 
sues around accessibility for 
disabled people in society. 

More countries needed to 
send athletes to the Para¬ 
lympics, she said, but added 
that the greater exposure af¬ 
forded to Paralympians was 
positive.

Cyclings Contador wins Vuelta to seal comeback 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain's Al¬ 
berto Contador, racing his first 
Grand Tour since returning 
from a two-year doping ban 
last month, won his second 
Tour of Spain crown on Sun¬ 
day. 

The Saxo-Bank rider, also a 
two-time Tour de France win¬ 
ner who lost his 2010 Tour and 
2011 Giro titles after testing 


positive for clenbuterol in 
2010, safely negotiated the 
21st and final 115km largely 
flat stage from Cercedilla to 
Madrid to claim victory. 

Germany's John Degenkolb 
of the Argos-Shimano team 
won the final stage in 2hr 
44min 57sec, Contador com¬ 
ing through buried in the main 
lead peloton in 54th spot. 


The 29-year-old Contador 
clocked 84hr 59min 49sec for 
the race that covered a total 
distance of 3,300 kilometres, 
Alejandro Valverde (Movistar) 
and Joaquim Rodriguez (Ka- 
tusha) completing an all-Span¬ 
ish podium. 

Valverde was lmin 16sec 
off Contador's pace, with long¬ 
time leader Rodriguez a fur¬ 


ther 21 sec adrift. 

Contador had taken control 
of the Vuelta on Wednesday's 
Fuente De stage 17, producing 
a long-distance attack a day 
after having failed to shake off 
Rodriguez on the climb of the 
Cuitu Negru on stage 16. 

His precious lead of 1:35 
came under attack on Saturday 
in the gruelling climb of the 


Bola del Mundo, with both 
Rodriguez and Valverde at¬ 
tacking the Pinto-bom Conta¬ 
dor. 

But the champion showed 
all his experience to hold his 
nerve for a remarkable victory, 
the Spanish heavyweight trio 
having called a truce as the 
sprinters battled for the stage 
win on Sunday.
